Senate Crime Probers Wind Up 
Year of Hearings on Rackets 
And Gambling in the Nation 


Washington, Aug. 17—(JP)—The senate crime investigating com- 


mittee today winds up more than a year of open hearings on rackets 
end gambling throughout the nation. 


On the closing schedule are the tag ends of the lawmakers' in- 


quiry into gambling and political tieups In northern New Jersey and 
Maryland adjacent to the District of Columbia. 


Richard G. Moser, the committee counsel, told newsmen this would 


definitely be the final day of open sessions. The senators then will have 
two weeks to write their final report, due by Sept. 1.

MacArthur Inquiry

The senate's MacArthur inquiry 
committee voted 20 to 3 today 
against making any report on its 
two months of hearings. 


Chairman Russell (D.-Ga.) told 


reporters the majority feeling was 
that any report at this time on 
the firing of Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur would only "revive bitter 
controversy at a critical period In 
the Korean peace talks.'' 


He said the decision against a 


formal report was made on mo- 
tion of Senator Saltonstall (R-- 
Mass.).

Individual members file a state- 
ment of their' views to be included 
in the hearing record to be trans- 
mitted later to the senate.

Government Launches Nationwide Drive 
To Enforce Ceilings on Cattle Prices 


Washington, Aug. 17—(.&)—The government, reporting signs of 


a black market, launched a nationwide drive today to enforce cattle 
price ceilings. 


"Immediate action" against any violators was promised. 
At the same time, plans for sharply changing the price ceilings 


themselves were disclosed. 


Michael V. Disalle, head of the office of Price Stabilization, said 


a large part of the OPS enforcement staff will' concentrate on checking 
cattle sales prices. Immediate checka are to be made at slaughter 
plants to find out whether abnor 
mally high purchases involve any 
over-ceiling sales. 
-DiSalle also disclosed that the 
beef slaughtering industry advis- 
ory committee has been called to- 
gether here next Wednesday to 
"consider-steps tof be taken with 
respect to ceiling 'prte68 on cattle 
i- view of the abolition of slaugh- 
ter quotas." 


The OPS is planning to propose 


then, today's statement from the 
agency indicated, the imposition 
of price ceilings on cattle sellers 
ad well as purchasers, and ceilings 
on individual animals rather than 
on average monthly sales. 


Congress, in renewing the De- 


fense Production Act recently, 
prohibited further slaughter quo- 
tas. The OPS had used quotas to 
divide allowable production each 
month. 


The agency has contended the 


quotas are necessary to block black 
markets in meat. 
A move has. 


started in congress to restore the 
government's power to impose 
them.

aid program. 


Democratic leaders were confi- 


dent they could blunt the drive but 
were not too certain they could 
prevent all of the proposed cut. 


The $2,000,000,000 GOP target 


includes $651,250,000 already trim- 
med from the aid program by the 
house foreign affairs committee. 
The additional $1,400,000,000 many 
Republicans want to cut would 
come out of both military and eco- 
nomic aid, with^Kurppe^ettlnrtfie 
heaviest trimming, around $900,* 
000,000. 


No attempt is 'expected to be 


made to cut the $415,000,000 aid 
proposed for Greece and Turkey 
or the $62,000,000 for South Am- 
erican countries. 


And not all Republicans are in 


sympathy with the drive for the 
big reductions. 


Rep. Vorys (R-Ohio), a member 


of the foreign affairs' committee, 
told newsmen he believes an over-

experts to produce anywhere from 
$5,000,000 to $15,000,000 In new 
revenue.

Communist Negotiators Are 
Reported Willing to Make 
Concessions at Truce Talks 


- Munsan, Korea, Aug. 17—(IP)—A four-man subcommittee tackled 


the Korean buffer zone deadlock today amid official indications the 
Communists are ready to compromise. 


The subcommitteemen declined to comment on what happened in 


their first session—held in an unusual air of informality for Korean 
truce talks. 


They scheduled their second session for 11 a. m. Saturday (8 p. 


m. Friday EST). 


When they adjourned at 4:22 p. m. (1:22 a. m. EST) 
United 


Nations and Communist delegates^. 
posed together for the first time. 


While posing, Maj. Gen. Henry 
I. Hodes, one of the U. N. repre- 
sentatives, put his arm around 
North Korean Maj. Gen. Lee Sang 
Cho. 


The other two delegates—U. S. 


Rear Adm. Arleigh Burke and 
Chinese Maj. Gen. Hsieh Fang— 
also appeared to be in good spirits. 


While they were negotiating be- 


hind closed doors, their discussions 
were broken at times by outbursts 
of laughter. 


The informal attitude—a com- 


plete reversal of the cold military 
formality of all full delegation 
meetings—strengthened an air of 
—hopefulness brought to Kaesong 
by a Red broadcast. 


The Peiplng radio quoted the 


saying "it is possible to adjust" 
the Red demand for a demarcation 
line along the 38th parallel "on 
the basis of terrain and mutual 
defense." 


Terrain and defense are the rea- 


sons the Allies have insisted on a 
.military demarcation Along present 
Tbattle lines." These" are generally 
north of the 38th parallel. 


Peiping radio, official voice of 


Red China, reported North Korean 
Lt. Gen. Nam H immediately qual- 
ified his statement by saying the 
United Nations delegation must 
abandon "its unfair and-unreason- 
able demands" before agreement 
can be reached. 


It was considered significant 


that Nam was reported to have 
shown willingness to compromise 
at the very moment negotiators 
decided to try a new way to break 
the three-week-old impasse. 


Full dress negotiations were re- 
cessed until the subcommittee 
comes up with a recommendation 
—or there is some other need for a 
gathering of all ten delegates. 


The subcommittee met in secre- 


cy. 
The U. N. command an- 


nounced in advance that the usual 
communique and briefing to news- 
men would be abandoned during 
its sessions. 
Communist news- 


men at Kaesong said they under- 
stood the Reds would also discon- 
tinue communiques and briefing. 


• The secrecy was to help the sub- 
committeemen fulfill the recom- 
mendation of Vice Adm. C. Turner 
Joy, Chief U. N. delegate, to meet 
"around rather than across" the 
table. Joy suggested there would 
be better opportunity of progress 
toward ending the shooting in 
Korea if the problem were tackled 
without the speech making that 
has marked Kaesong negotiations.

Bank Looter Seeks 
$50,000 Bail Bond 


Ex-Servicemen Will Fight Attempt to 
Return Them to Italy for OSS Slaying 


Washington, Aug. 17—(JP) — Protesting their innocence, two 


former servicemen have indicated they will fight any attempt to send 
them back to Italy for trial in the death of their commanding officer 
seven years ago. 


And the Italian government has taken no announced action to 


extradite them to face charges made by the U. S. Defense Department 
that they played key roles in 
killing of Maj. William V. Holohan 
behind enemy lines in late 1944. 


Holohan, head of an Office of 


Strategic Services (OSS) mission 
which parachuted behind German 
lines to direct aid to partisans, dis- 
appeared mysteriously. 


The Defense Department said in

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GIMMICK IN CONTROLS BILL 


Whenever price control measures have come be- 


fore Congress in recent years, a curious 
economic 


theory has reared its head. 
What it amounts to is 


taking virtually all the risk out of doing business. 


Sometimes this notion has been shaped into a 


"guaranteed profits" proposal. 
That was suggested 


back in 1946, and again this year. It would assure 
businessmen a prescribed level or percentage of 
profits. 


The arrangement occasionally has called for the 


extension of this principle to every line a manufact- 
urer produces. 
In other words, if he happens to 


make stoves, iceboxes and vacuum 
cleaners, 
the 


ceiling prices would be set to guarantee him a profit 
on all these items. 


This plan, however, has never actually been cast. 


into law. 
The opposition always has managed to 


muster sufficient strength to defeat it. 


But an alternative device leaning in the same 


direction did find its way into the Defense Production 
Act as renewed on July 31 of this year. 


It is the so-called Capehart amendment. It was 


fashioned at three a. m. one morning in a Senate- 
House conference committee meeting on the legis- 
lation. The clause provides simply that anyone may 
obtain a price ceiling for his product that reflects all 
his added costs from the period before the Korean 
war to July 26, 1951. 


Up until this provision was inserted and approved, 


government policy had been to set ceilings at pre- 
Korean levels plus all direct cost increases—those for 
labor and materials. 


The Capehart amendment allows the manufactur- 


er to toss in cost changes in overhead, advertising, 
selling and the like. 


In so doing, it has greatly weakened the price 


stabilization structure and immeasurably complicat- 
ed the fairness of manufacturers' cost claims. 


The business technique of cost accounting is so 


highly developed today that one firm, in an experi- 
ment, got six different cost results on its products 
by figuring its costs according to six different ac- 
counting systems. 
The range in figures was great. 


Furthermoi'e, most companies do not keep records 
which show accurately how their indirect costs 
(selling, etc.) apply to the cost of their products. 


For the government to check on cost data sub- 


mitted under the Capehart amendment would be out 
of the question without a huge expansion of OPS 
.personnel. So thei-e is little left to do but accept the 
figure? and grant the ceiling prices requested. 


This will mean government protection of the 


highest cost producer. 
Except in the extremity of 


actual all-out war. when cost is inconsequential, we 
have never thus safeguarded the hi^h-cost man.

New York--(.a?)—Uncle Sain, to 


many people, seem* to be going in- 
to the budneM of guaranteeing 
price*, wages or profit* for more 
and more citizen*. Usually those 
who benefit are very vocal, or- 
ganized groups. 


The urge for security grows In 


turbulent* times. Those seeking 
from their government guarantees 
that prices of their products be 
maintained, that take-horns pay 
k*ep step with the cost of living, 
that profit margin be insured 
against price-cost squeeses. all 
have strong reasons to believe 
their demands are fair and just. 


It's those who believe they don't 


have any guarantees—the white- 
collar worker, the pensioned, the 
retired man. any one trying to 
live on his savings and invest- 
ments the consumer in general— 
who question the guarantee*. Here 
are some of the guarantees: 


Prices—the parity system is de- 


signed to protect farm prices from 
falling below a level regarded as a 
fair balance between what the 
farmer gets for his produce and 
what he must buy to live and pro- 
duce it. 


To the city dweller this 'may 


look as if the government is guar- 
anteeing the farmer a sure thing— 
and at the taxpayer's expense. But 
the farmer says that despite some 
forms of crop insurance he still 
has to gamble with the weather; 
that without parity support he 
also would have' to gamble with 
general economic conditions, and 
easily could be ruined. 


Wages—the Wage Stabilization 


Board has juat moved to guaran- 
tee the value of take-home pay 
against a rising cost of living. The 
board approves tacking wage rates 
to the cost of groceries, clothing 
and rent. 


To the unprotected white-collar 


man. this may look like a govern* 
ment guarantee of income to a 
favored segment. 
But the pro- 


tected worker points out he has 
no guarantee that he always will 
work a full week or every week in 
the year. 'Despite unemployment 
insurance, the labor unions now 
are. driving for the guarantee of 
an annual wage as one of theii 
next objectives. 


Profits—Critics of^he recentl> 


enacted control law contend that 
it guarantees profits to manufac- 
turers and merchants. Manufac- 
turers can pass along to consum- 
ers any rise in costs up to June 
26. Merchants can add their nor- 
mal mark-ups* to the price they 
pay for goods. 


To the consumer that appears 


to be a government floor under 
business earnings—at the consum- 
er's expense. 
The manufacturer 


replies 
he 
has 
no 
guarantee 


against competition or against 
over-producmg and taking a beat- 
ing. 
The merchant can over-stock 


and be forced to sell at a loss. The 
consumer still calls the tune on 
that. 


A FTER years of reading letters from unhappy wives I've come to thh 
-^- conclusion- The middle years are hard on a -woman because at th« 
time v.-hen she needs the bolstering effects of her husband's love thi 
most, he usually needs hers the least.

He doesnt need his wife's support the way he did as a young man 


In fact, he may have become so used to her loving faith in him thai 
he is no longer touched by it. He takes it for granted. 
NEEDS TO SHARE HUSBAND'S WOULD 
TJUT at this same time, his wife desperately needs to feel that she is 


cherished and needed by the man she married. Because her life 


has been more restricted than his, she needs to feel a part of his world. 
At the time when he is Iflcely to do the least sharing of his life, she 
needs that sharing the most.

tained in each territory, the one 
for this area being located in the 
Bronx of 'New York.

Memorial to Men 
Who Tried to Kill 
Hitter Is Planned 


Berlin— (&) — The men who 


tried to kill Hitler in 1944 and 
failed with their bomb plot have 
earned the rank' of martyrs. The 
West Berlin city government has 
decided to immortalize them. 


Artists have been invited to sub- 


mit sketches for a memorial to 
be erected inside grim Ploet'zensee 
prison, where the Anti-Nazi plot- 
ters were tortured and executed 
after drumhead trial. 


Ploetzensee is now a prison for 


ordinary criminals. In Hitler's time 
it was used for political enemies of 
the Third Reich. Men who entered 
there seldom left alive. 


Names of plotters are to be in- 


scribed on its base. 


The place of honor will go to the 


four^top men of the movement 
which reached its climax July 20, 
1944, in. the bomb attempt on Hit- 
ler's life at his eastern military 
headquarters in Rastenburg. They 
are Col. Gen. Ludwig Beck, a sui- 
cide after the plot failed; Field 
Marshal Erwm von Witzleben, 
tried -and hanged; Count Claus 
von Stauffenberg-. the man who 
planted the bomb, who was shot 
the same day he was caught, and 
KarlxGoerdeler, former mayor of 
Leipzig, hanged later in prison. 


Scores of lesser 
personalities 


were beheaded or hanged in Ploet- 
zensee, and the bodies destroyed or 
buried in nameless graves. 


Other top men in the plot were 


Col. Gen. Fritz Oster and Adm. 
Wilhelm Canaris, head of the se- 
cret service, who were held m 
Flossenburg concentration camp 
until mid-spring 1945, when they 
were hanged. 


Himmler'a Geatapo is believed to 


have slain hundreds of suspects in 
the roundup that followed the 
bomb explosion. 


Two West Germans who played 


opposite roles in'the plot now hold 
prominent positions. 
Dr. Josef 


Mueller, minister of justice in Ba- 
varia, was jailed in Berlin for com- 
plicity because of his close ties 
with Canaris. He occupied the cell 
between Canaris and Oster at 
Flossenburg, but*was liberated by 
American troops in 1945. 


The other is former Maj.-Gen. 


Ernst Otto , Reiner, credited with 
marshallingjthe police action which 
prevented the putsch leaders from 
taking over Berlin. Remer is lead- 
er of the Socialist Reichspartei. 
which Imitates the Nazis and has 
grown to threatening proportions.

Result of Interesting Survey of Cost 
Per Pupil in Boro Schools Announced 


In a survey Just completed by 


Dr. Carl B. Whipple, superinten- 
dent of Warren Borough schools, 
it is revealed that the annual ex- 
penditure per pupil in Warren 
schools is $30.22 less than the av- 
erage expenditure per pupil in 82 
cities between the population of 
10,000 and 30,000. 
• In Warren, the total annual ex- 
penditure per pupil, for 1949-50, 
was $176.43 against an expendi- 
ture of $206.65 per pupil in the 
82 cities of comparable size. 


Dr. Whipple points out that it 


is Interesting to note there has 
been an increase per student of 
172.3 
per cent in these certain 


cities since 10 years ago. 
The 


cost per student in 1949-50 was 
$87.32. 


In but three of the six major 


accounts into which Dr. Whipple's 
analysis is divided is the Warren 
expenditure as great as that in 
the 82 cities graphed. In Warren, 
which is famed for the high type 
of its teachers, 76.7 per cent of 
the total, or $135.30, is expended 
for instruction against 74.4 per 
cent, or $153.81, in the 82 cities 
of comparable size. 
In adminis- 


tration, Warren's expenditure is 
5.5 per cent, or $9.62, and that of 
the other cities is 3.4, or $6.96. T" 2 
other major account in which War- 
ren is higher is fixed charges with 
3.1 per cent, or $5.50, against 2.9 
per cent, or $6.09. 


There is an appreciative differ- 


ence between the cost of operating 
Warren's physical plant and that 
of plant operation in the 82 cities 


This is a difference of $5.44 per 
pupil, and in the maintenance of 
the physical plant there is a dif- 
ference of $6.56 per pupil as War- 
ren spends only 2.3 per cent of the 


total, or $4.11, against 6.2 per 
cent, or $10.67. In auxiliary school 
services, Warren's expenditure is 
2.6 per cent, or $4.66, against 3.1 
per cent, or $6.44. 


Dr. Whipple's report is com- 


plete in every department. He has 
brc^en down the cost per pupil in 
every instance, even showing Just 
what it costs per pupil for water 
and light, text books, libraries, 
clerical work, etc.

consecutive semi-monthly declirc 
i"'iriiig' the last half of July, ac- 
cording to figures released today 
by the Department of Public As- 
sistance. The decline amounted to 
2.551 persons and was the net re- 
sult of decreases of 422 persons 
In General Assistance, 261 in Old- 
Age Assistance, and 1,970 in Aid 
to Dependent Children, and in- 
creases of 53 persons in Aid to the 
Disabled, and 28 in Blind Pen- 
sions. 


The expansion of industry to 


meet defense needs and the efforts 
of the Department to have every 
employable person become self- 
supporting through private em- 
ployment have resulted in an aver- 
age monthly decrease of 8.345 re- 
cipients during the first seven 
months of 1951.
